DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4, 7, 9, 11, 12, 15, 16, 23, 25, 28, 30, 32, 33 and 36 are objected to 
because of the following: The claims contain improper Markush language. Proper 
Markush language is "selected from the group consisting of u, v, w, x, y and z." After 
selected from the group consisting of there can be only one conjunction and that 
conjunction has to be "and" not "or". In claim 1 1 the "selected from the group consisting 
of language is missing too, besides the improper conjunction. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 1 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. The word derivative renders the claims indefinite. There is nothing in the 
specification to show what these derivatives might be. See Austenal Laboratories, 
Incorporated v. Nobilium Processing Company of Chicago et al. (DC N 111 ) 115 USPQ 44 
and Petrolite Corporation v. Watson, Comr. Pats. (DC DC) 113 USPQ 248, (both 
enclosed). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 3, 6, 8, 10, 13, 14, 17-22, 24, 25, 27, 29, 31, 34 and 35 would be 
allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second 
paragraph and the objections set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
